Couch Grass Control 


ouch or quack grass is a 
very troublesome weed in 
many districts, particularly in 
those districts receiving a fair- 
ly heavy annual rainfall, The 
tollowing practices are recom- 
mended tor control. 

It has been proven that it is 
easier to eradicate a patch of 
couch grass that has become 
well established than one that 
has been continually under cul- 
tivation, ln a patch that is well 
established the majority of the 
root syatem is near the surface. 
that is to a depth of about four 
inches, and the whole root sy- 
stem is weaker than if it were 
distributed to a greater depth 
as is the case when it is under 
culti;:tion, In patches that are 
not \ ell established it has been 
a pr.ctice to sow the area down 
to a tame grass or legume and 
either pasturing it heavily or 
cutting it for hay. The patch is 
left down until a good sod is 
formed, then after a hay crop 
is cut off in June, plowed to a 
depth of three inches, followed 
immediately by discing to 
break up the sod clumps. As 
soon as green growth appears 
the patch should be harrowed. 
or spring tooth cultivated to 
bring the new shoots to the sur- 
face so that they ean be dried 
out. This practice should be 
continued until freeze up. The 
following spring the land should 
be sown to a quick. maturing 
crop such as barley. After the 
crop has been cut cultivation 
should be continued until freeze 
up. 

Two common causes of fail- 
ure in the eradication program 
ate that all new growth is not 
destroyed or the cultivation of 
the patches is not continued 
through harvest time. 

When cutting couch grass for 
hay it should be done shortly 
after it has headed out as im- 
mature couch grass seeds will 
germinate and grow.

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THE WORLD OF WHEAT 


by H. G. L. STRANGE 


The agelong method by which 
farmers throughout the world 
have stayed in business has 
been to put by savings in good 
years to tide them over the lean 
years, which are bound to come 
on these prairies because fluct- 
uations of climate cause fluctu- 
ations in yield. To set aside 
cash reserves farmers must be 
permitted to obtain the highest 
prices as registered on world 
open markets. 

For some time Canadian 
wheat has been sold at only 
$1.55 a bushel whereas world 
wheat price as registered on the 
cpen market at Chicago has 
been $2.18 which price Ameri- 
can farmers have been and are 
now receiving. 

On the 1945 crop alone our 
prairie farmers have lost 110 
million dollars because of the 
difference in these prices. 110 
million dollars extra saved by 
farmers would have provided a 
great deal of security for them- 
selves when leaner years come. 

Life seems to teach on hard 
lesson. Security based on one's 
own savings is a sure founda- 
tion. To deper | n govern 
ments or oth-r pevpic coming 
to one’s rescue in times of 'trou- 
ble is usually a broken reed, for ~ 
in times of trouble other people 
are in difficulties too. Farmers. 
I suggest, are today rightly en- 
titled to the full world market 
price of their wheat—-$2.18 a 
bushel__so that they can still 
put by some cash savings to give 
themselves, by their own ef- 
fors, better security in later 
years.

Crop Report

auges. 


The good rains of the past 
week in Alberta and parts of 
Saskatchewan have arrested the 
crop deterioration that has been 
taking place since April 1st. 

The all-over general moisture 
condition for the three prairie 
provinces combined, taking into 
account grain seeded on both 
stubble and summerfallow, has 
increased 1 percent during the 
past week, 

The total moisture condition 
for the three provinces is now 
80 percent compared with 79 
sercent last week and 88.8 per- 
cent a year ago. The condition 
for Alberta is now 79 percent, 
compared with 75) percent last 
week and 81 percent at this 
time a year ago. 

In Alberta crop districts No. 
6, 10 and 15 are normal; No. 13 
is considerably better than ror- 
mal; all other districts some- 
what less than normal, 

It will be observed from this 
that the rains which fell im- 
proved the moisture condition 
in Alberta considerably.

40-Acre Field Is 
Contest Minimum 

Forty acre fields are the min- 
imum which may be entered in 
the National Barley Contest. 
entries for which close Satur- 
day, June 15. 

Larger fields are in fact more 
desirable as each contestant 
must produce at least one car- 
load of 1,667 bushels; of barley. 

In the eastern division which 
includes Ontario and Quebec 
where farms are smaller, two 
farmers may enter as one con- 
testant. Contestants in.the west 
ern division are not likely to be 
handicapped by small land hold 
ings but there is nothing to pre- 
vent two farmers from entering 
as one contestant. 

In this case the size of each 
farmer's field must be at least 
2 Sacres. The field score shall 
be the average of the scores for 
the two fields. The grain from 
the two fields will be mixed and 
shipped in one car. If the grain 
is held for seed the sample tak- 
en by the Plant Products Divi- 
sion shall be representative of 
both lots of grain. 

The two farmers shall share 
equally in any prize won, 

Only a few more days remain 
in which to make entries. A 
fair number have been received 
by the provincial committees 
the past week. So long as entry 
forms are mailed on or before 
June 15 they will be accepted.

or three years to receive it.
